Among those arrested was General Helyio: Anaya, 
minister of justice in the Ramirez government, who re- 
signed in October, 1943, as a protest against governmental 
pro-Axis policies. 

Churchill’s recent praise of Franco Spain—his decla- 
ration that the fascist dictator is “neutral” and that its 
internal policy is a.question which regards Spain alone— 
has emboldened Argentine fascists.
